“Difficulty breathing.” 

That’s the way apparent 
heart attacks, asthma attacks 
and certain other seizures are 
described on the report cards 
in the files of the Menlo Park 
Fire District, and more and 
more such descriptions are ap- 
pearing through the years. 

A total of 46 such reports 
have been made out in the 
past six months, according to 
Fire District Chief George 
Carter. And, he points out,

" Aasiitins Chief Alfred Cle- 
land points out that his men 
aren’t doctors and they don’t 
make diagnoses; that’s why the 
general title for the occasions 
they have to bring their resus- 
citator-inhalators into play. 


As in the case of just about 
every other emergency proce- 
dure, the firemen practice con- 
stantly with their breathing 
apparatus, in order to be able 
to act speedily in an emergen- 
cy. 

‘REVIEWS’ 


About an hour a day is spent 
in review of first aid procedure 
and that might follow scores 
of hours of formal course 
work, according to Chief Cle- 
land. 


“Sometimes we're called to 
the scene of an emergency by 
the doctor in attendance, and 
sometimes the firemen are the 
first persons called when a 
case is discovered,” Chief Cle- 
land says. 


“Whether we get there first 
or not, we usually start giving 
oxygen immediately and con- 
tinue until the doctor dismis- 
ses us.” 


Of the 46 “difficulty brea- 
thing” calls received in six 
months, 32 persons received 
aid and were either hospital- 
ized or recovered; seven 
were apparently dead by the 
time firemen arrived and 
seven others had recovered 
before the firemen got there. 

“The victims seem to be get 
ting younger all the time,” 
Chief Cleland says. “Many are 
in» the 40's and some, even 
younger.’ 


Since getting called out on 
a “breathing emergency” call 
is demonstratably a variety 
that the firemen have to count 
on, training for it begins im- 
mediately. 


Beginning firemen start by 
taking first aid classes. The 
standard course is 10 hours in 
length, the advanced, 16 hours 
and the instructor’s course, 15 
hours. 


The department itself gives 
the hour a day of review in- | 
struction at each station, and| 
operation of the inhalater and | 
other first aid machinery. |S 

To make sure everybody 
knows what’s going on, tests | 
are given almost continuously. | 

The review training is a con- 
stant practice in the fire de- 

partment and goes on, year af-| 
ter year. 

The district has an inhala- | 
tor-resuscitator at each station, | 
to cut running distance to the! 
scene of an emergency. 
“Prompt response is as vital | 
in this case as in that of a/ 


fire,” the chief says. |

Fire Damages 


Contractor's 
Office Here 


An estimated $20,000 damage 
resulted, firemen said, from a 
blaze which Sunday night con- 
sumed the offices of the Sibley 
Grading and Teaming Co., off 
Haven avenue, north of Marsh 
road. 

Firemen were hampered in | 
their efforts to control ‘the 
blaze because of distance to 
the nearesct hydrant. Nearly 
a mile of hose had to be used 
| before substantial amounts of | 
water could be put on the 
flames, reported at 8:45 p.m. 


Keeping the blaze from 
spreading to nearby buildings | 
and wetting down hot spots 
kept firemen busy until well 
after midnight, District Chief 
George Carter said. | 

More than 35 men, most of | 
them off-duty, turned up to 
combat the fire. 

Chief Carter said that the 
fire was reported ‘by several 
people almost at the same time, 
but that the building was al- 
most entirely involved by that 
; time. 


Because of the distance to| 
the nearest hydrant, firemen 
were forced to do “relay” 
pumping—that is, they had to 
put a pumping engine between 
|the hydrant and the fire, as} 
well as to have one pumping | 
directly from the hydrant it- 
self. About 4800 feet of hose | 
| was laid, according to firemen. | 

Meanwhile, district squad | 
trucks which carry tanks of 
water on them were called to| 
the scene, while the hose was | 
being put into position. | 

In all, a total of five pieces | 
of apparatus were called from 
| Station 5 in North Fair Oaks, | 
station 3 in Atherton and head-| | 
quarters station in Menlo Park. |

California Ballot 
Retains Its Character 


Election time is approaching again and the local unit 
of the League of Women Voters, among others, has sent 
out its annual plea that the voters inform themselves of 
the issues and candidates. 

And once again, the California ballot stands out as a 
model of obfuscation, unreadability, and length. 

It remains its usual self, with 15 measures devoted 
to as many topics, plus all the spaces to be marked for 
individuals who are seeking office. 

The virtue of this ballot, if it has one, is that it is as 
democratic as all get out. Here, the voters themselves 
get a chance to vote on how the money is going to be spent 
— for example, whether the present state water bond plan 
should stand or fall. 


Critics, of course, can point out that the variety of 
measures reveals that, in many cases, the legislators 
in Sacramento are prone to pass their responsibility for 
decision-making back to the people, thus getting 
themselves off the hook by not making any costly 
and unpopular decisions. 


Too, there’s the possibility that one of the ballot 
measures might be a “sleeper,” initiated by an ambitious 
individual who might, in fact, be entirely outside the state 
government. 

This it was that a Southern California pension promoter 
was able to grab the state welfare department a few years 
ago and, in the wording of a constitutional amendment 
written by himself, get his deputy ‘placed in charge of the 
operation. 

It’s doubtful if any but the most conscientious will 
be able to understand his sample ballot when he gets it. 
And it’s doubtful that even most of those will know the full 
ramifications of the measures being voted on, since they’re 
presented on the ballot as titles. 

There are a couple of things that can be done, how- 
ever. 

For one, you can attend “Candidates’ Nights” and 
other meetings sponsored by the League for the purpose 
of educating the voters. 

For another, you can read the pamphlet supplied, 
which gives arguments pro and con. 


But whether or not you take these precautions the 


simple fact remains: the California ballot is a mess.

SRI Publishes 
New Study

‘Temporary’ Seems a Strange 
Description of Dibble Hospital 


Last week, this column im- 
plied there might be some 
doubt that the present Menlo 
Park police station will be torn 
down, once the new one is oc- 
cupied before the end of the 
month. 

City administrators, flying 
in the face of tradition, are 
pretty sure it will be. They 
point out that demolition of 
the building, constructed in 
1943 as a firehouse for Dib- 
ble Hospital, is called for in 
the contract for construction 
of the new gendarmerie. 

If it’s actually razed, it'll es- 
tablish some sort of an excep- 
tion for the old hospital build- 
ings, which were said to be 
“temporary” when they were 
put up. 

In actuality, few if any of 
them have been torn down. 
And although Stanford Re- 
search Institute’s new head- 
quarters * building occupies 
space which used to be covered 
with hospital wards, this does- 
n't mean the older buildings 
were knocked apart. 

Most of them, in fact, were 
removed to other locations and 
are still in service in a variety 
of places around the Peninsu- 
la. 

Some of them went to Menlo 
School and College. Others 
were carted over to Stanford 
campus where they now serve 
a variety of purposes including 
that of housing for the Chil- 
dren’s Health Council. 

Many of the old hospital 
buildings have seen extensive 
reconstruction. 

For instance, the CHC’s 
building consists of three 
shells of wards brought to- 
gether in the form of a “T,” 
provided with a lobby at the 
apex, and extensively remod- 
eled inside with new parti- 
tions and other modifica- 
tions. 

The old ward buildings still 
in place in the old Dibble area 
have also been modified ex- 
tensively. 

For instance, the structures 
which served for several years 
as Laurel school were parti- 
tioned off for classrooms, and 
their resemblance to hospital 
buildings is now largely con- 
fined to the exterior. 

What rebuilding was done 
by the school district was rela- 
tively substantial, too, since 
the district is always mindful 
of the liabilities it faces in case 
faulty construction results in 
injuries to children. 

The wards converted into 
residences and now described 
as Stanford Village also have 
been modified through the 
years. 

How much? It’s difficult to 
tell since we haven’t toured 
any of the apartments for sev- 
eral years. 

The buildings of the war. 
time era which are under 
the aegis of Stanford Re- 
search Institute have been 
modified considerably, too. 
Nobody, except maybe the 
property manager at the In- 
stitute, knows how much. 

But just about every month 
someone from the Institute 
shows up at Building Inspec- 
tor Jim Steiger’s office at city 
hall, with a blueprint of a new 
modification in one of the old 
buildings; the modification is 
usually required to house some 
new piece of technical appara- 
tus. 

Stanford Research has an 
agreement to vacate and re 
move the “temporary” build- 
ings by 1965 and it may seem 
uneconomical to some to have 
these modifications going on. 

However, the demand for re- 


search in new fields is growing 
by leaps and bounds and Insti- 
tute heads make whatever 
changes in the physical plant 
are necessary to facilitate their 
work. 

Besides, there’s no guarantee 
that the new labs in the Insti- 
tute’s permanent headquarters 
will be adequate forever. 

The pace at which scienti- 
fic development is going on 
may mean that, in the not 
too distant future, the pre- 
sent model facilities will 
need modification them- 
selves, so that even newer 
gadgets can be brought in 
tested, and worked on. 


+ Very possibly, the old police 
station and former firehouse 
will be hauled off the civic 
center property in one or two 
pieces, rather than actually 
knocked apart and carted away 
as scrap lumber. 

So far, reporters haven’t 
seen any future users running 
around with tape measures and 
speculative looks, but the de- 
scription. “temporary build- 
ing,” just seems to stimulate 
some people to keep old struc- 
tures on and on and on. 


Woodside Board 
Seeks Lower 
School Plan Cost 


A report on lowering the cost 
of the Woodside Elementary 
School District’s Master Plan 
from what is considered a pro- 
hibitive $2500 will be heard 
next Wednesday night at the 
regular meeting of the board 
of trustees. 

Ed Rowe of Delp, Johnson 
and Co., architects commission- 
ed to develop plans for the dis- 
trict’s second school on Tripp 
road, will advise the board on 
the possibility of cutting costs. 
He previously told the board 
that $2500 was a maximum fig- 
ure for the plan. 

Board members feel a sec- 
ond school will be needed with- 
in three years and will be initi- 
ally for kindergarten through 
fifth grade. 

The district, now faced with 
a near saturation point at its 
present school, has experienc- 
ed an average eight per cent 
increase in enrollment annual- 
ly during the past 11 years. 

Superintendent Lester Lar- 
sen said that at this rate the 
district will hav 805 students 
by 1907. 

The board is continuing its 
study of a proposed committee 
to assist in the study of plans 
and construction of the new el- 
ementary school. It will in- 
clude teachers, parents, admin- 
istrative officials, board mem- 
bers and taxpayers without 
school-age children.

County Man- 
ager E. R. Stallings wanted to 
get the county issue on the 
school ballot to save money, so 
he said, but Schools Superin- 
tendent James R. Tormey ap- 
parently thinks it’s no go.

25 Years Ago: 
Hospital 
Rates Were 
Discussed 


The files of the Menlo 
Park Recorder reveal that 
25 years ago this week, the 
following items, here repro- 
duced exactly as first pub 
lished, were news in the, 
young community: 


October 18, 1935: 


At the last meeting of the 
Menlo Park City Council, Mark 
J. Loughlin presented the fol- 
lowing letter: 

To the Honorable City Coun- 
cil: 

May I place before you for 
consideration the following 
facts: That the patients from 
Menlo Park who enter the Palo 
Alto hospital receive their hos- 
pitalization at the same rate 
as that of the Palo Alto pal 
tients. The Palo Alto patients 
receive their treatment at $2.50 
per day less than outsiders. 

The difference is paid by the 
city of Palo Alto. 

If Menlo Park patients re- 
ceive the same rate as the Palo 
Alto patients, the city of Men- 
lo Park could pay the differ- 
ence. Having discussed thi 
matter with the head of the 
Palo Alto hospital, and. with 
the mayor of Palo Alto, and 
with other parties interested in 
the hospital, I find that the 
people of Palo Alto at first 
were not very much in favor 
of this proposition. After it 
had been tried for some time 
and then put to a vote, the sys- 
tem was approved by a majori- 
ty of seven to one. 

I have been informed that 
through this reduced rate a 
great many people have receiv- 
ed hospital care which they 
could not have afforded, if 
they had to pay the full price. 


“The council took no action.

This method was used for 
the $4 million hall of justice,

co, the branch libraries, boys’ | 
ranch and many other projests. 
Soon, it will have the sales tax 
funds to help with construc- 
tion. 

According to present predic- 
tions, the county would use 
half of its sales tax revenue to 
aid the county-city road pro- 
gram, with cities kicking in a 
share of their take. The coun- 
ty will allocate the other half 
to capital projects, thus taking 
a big slice of that load off the 
property taxes.

In the Garden: 


A Trick | 
Orlwo 
With Tulips 


There's nothing in the gar- 
den to match a tulip’s dignity. 
When grown to perfection, it | 
is the very essence of formali- 
ty, and no amount of plant | 
| science has ever bred this qual- | 
ity out of it. Not that any| 


plantsman in the world would | 
ever want to. | 
If the tulip has any fault at | 
all, it might be a reluctance to | 
let down its hair and go infor- | 
mal. Frankly, however, we like 
this uncompromising attitude. 
It’s an uncommon commodity 
in this day and age. 
Nurserymen point out that 
| because of this habit, the tu- 
lip is often best planted in 
beds by itself. If you would 
soften the formal appearance 
just a little, try planting pan- 
sies or sweet alyssum in the 
beds over the bulbs. If you 
would enhance the formality | 
plant the bulbs closely toge- | 
ther and forget the cover 
crop of annuals.
